\  RAISING  BEAKS. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Rural  Now  York 
rr  says :  “  A  farmer  near  Brockport,  Mon 
oe  Co.,  N.  Y  ,  commenced,  some  12  year* 
igo,  by  the  purchase  of  fifty  acres  of  land. 
It  was  before  the  rise  in  land,  and  lie 
bought  fur  filly  dollar*  an  acre,  much  of  it 
being  considered  of  interior  quality.  He 
wasTn  debt  for  a  considerable  part  of  the 
purchase  money.  He  planted  nearly  the 
whole  of  hir  farm,  the  first  year,  with 
beans.  The  war  made  an  active  demand 
for  bean*,  at  high  price*  ;  he  got  a  good 
crop  and  sold  for  $4  to  $4.30  per  bushel 


Doing  so  well  the  first  year,  he  repeated 
the  experiment ;  bought  more  land,  until 
he  now  owns  800  acres.  Beans  are  and 
have  been  hie  main  though  not,  as  at  first, 
hit  only  crop.  Two  year*  ago  he  planted 
about  148  acre*.  The  planting  i*  all  done 
by  a  machine  made  especially  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  and  the  ooltivaUag  is  dona  by  horse 
labor.  He  hires  the  bean*  pulled  by  (he 
acre.  $3.00  being  the  usual  price.  Wo¬ 
man  and  children  do  much  of  this  work, 
md/%*  it  is  don*  by  tbeacra  there  is  no  dis¬ 
puting  as  to  how  much  each  laborer  earna 
There  are  up*  and  downs  in  price* — low 
prices  being  the  rale  since  the  war — but 

Mr. - has  found  his  bean  crop  always 

a  profitable  one.  In  seasons  when  beans 
are  injured  by  tbs  weather,  he  famishes  s 
great  amount  «f  work  for  poor  people  in 
winter  in  hand  picking  his  enormous  crop. 
Hit  example  ana  success  have  proved  con¬ 
tagious,  and  the  result  it  that  beans  have 
been  grown  more  largely  within  six  or  ten 
mileaof  Brookport  than  in  any  other  tec 
tion  of  similar  size  in  the  world.  Many 
farmers  have  grown  rich  by  growing  them, 
and  during  the  war  it  was  not  uncommon 
for  men  to  make  the  valuo  of  their  land 
from  a  single  crop,  well  sold.”

TH*  Fivu  rafST*. 

Everybody  In  this  coualrv  ha*  heard  of 
the  Five  Points  here  in  New  York.  It 
was,  a  few  years  since,  the  vilest  hole  in 
Noith  Ameriea,  and  even  now,  although 
vastly  improved,  it  it  ia  not  by  any  moans 
e  desirable  place  of  residence.  At  that 
time,  one  would  congratulate  himself  npon 
passing  through  thure  without  being  mur¬ 
dered,  and  it  was  rarely  that*  person  could 
carry  a  pocketbook  in  safety  anywhere  in 
that  locality.  It  was  the  headqnarteie  of 
the  most  abandoned  prat  of  the  population, 
aud  stranger*  seidomed  visited  it.  But 
Utile  lawfol  business  waa  tranacted  there, 
the  principal  occupation  of  the  inhabitauts 
being  begging  ana  stealing.  Actuated  by 
the  beat  ot  motive*,  e  number  ot  Chrieuius 
men  went  down  to  the  filthy,  peatileut  tune 
meat  house*,  aud  devoted  themselves  to  the 
saving  the  soul*  of  the  inhabitauts.  It 
great  work  of  cleaning  the  bodies  and 
was,  howeyer,  a  fearful  undertaking  aud 
required  a  great  Mfnhut  of  time  and  per 
severance.  But  at  last  their  efforts  were 
rewarded,  and  now  one  is  as  safe  there  as 
on  Broadway,  People  who  were  familiar 
with  the  place,  when  it  was  a  terror  to  all 
good  citizens  would  hardly  recognize  it 
now,  to  thoroughly  has  the  work  of  reno 
vatiou  beeu  accomplished.  The  Five 
Points  included  Park,  Baxter,  Water, 
Cherry,  Roosevelt,  Anthony,  and  portion 
of  Pearl  streets,  besides  some  parts  of  New 
Bowery.  The  name  was  derived  as  is  well 
known,  from  the  intersection  of  five  thickly 
populated  streets,  and  this  was  the  most 
thickly  populated  portion  of  them.  Right 
at  this  spot  there  is  now  s  handsome  bnck 
building,  five  stories  high,  occupied  by 
stores  and  offices.  Next  to  this  building 
there  is  in  an  advanced  state  ot  construc¬ 
tion,  a  email  triangular  public  Park.  It 
will  be  enclosed  and  contains  two  good 
sized  fountains,  which  might  further  bene¬ 
fit  the  neighborhood,  if  they  could  be  made 
to  play  carbolic  acid,  instead  of  aqueduct 
water.  Across  the  street  from  this  Park 
in  startling  contrast  to  it,  is  another  triau 
gular  piece  of  land.  It  is  occupied,  how 
ever,  in  a  somewhat  different  manner,  being 
covered  by  five  or  six  rickety  old  frame 
tenement  houses,  the  backs  and  sides  of 
which  wererecently  exposed  to  view  by 
the  opening  of  a  new  street.  Oi  these  new 
streets  there  aro  a  large  number, and  where¬ 
ver  one  is  opuned  it  doe*  a  great  deal  to 
ward  clearing  out  the  people  who  were  living 
on  its  line.  When  thus  driven  away,  they 
generally  go  farther  up  town,  scattering 
about,  instead  of  swarming  together  as  pre¬ 
viously.  By  continuing  to  open  streets 
and  bnild  warehouses  and  stores  u 
them,  the  neighborhood  will,  in  a  very  tew 
years,  become  one  of  the  business  centres 
of  this  city.  On  Worth  street,  and  just 
opposite  the  Park  mentioned  above, 
noble  work  of  Charity. 

This  Is  the  Five  Points  House  of  indus¬ 
try.  The  bailding,  which  is  oi  pressed 
brick,  is  situated  at  No.  159  Worth  street 
formerly  Anthony  street.  When  founded 
it  wee  right  in  the  heart  of  the  Five  Points 
but  by  the  removal  ot  most  of  its  old  aaso 
dates,  it  is  now  in  a  comparativ  ely  decent 
neighborhood.  Only  to  the  rear  of  it,  are 
to  be  found  some  of  the  old-time,  well 
known  dens  iniquity  and  filth.  The 
House  of  Industry  was  established  about 
the  year  1857.  At  that  time,  and  even 
since,  it  has  been  endeavoring  to  gather 
together  the  children  of  the  neighborhood 
ana  instruct  them  free  of  cost,  in  the 
of  wisdom  and  religion.  The  pri 
were  not  at  all  encouraging  at  first,  and 
the  efforts  ot  toe  •epann  Undent* 
siontries  were  rather  successful 
last  some  few  children  began  to  come  and 
the  number  gradually  and  steadily  increas¬ 
ed,  until  there  are  at  present  nbout  four 
hundred  inmates.  Of  these,  there  are  two 
classes — the  day  scholars  and  whaf  njtght 
be  called  the  boarders.  The  day-  scholars 
go  there  every  morning— w\fm  they  want 
to— at  nine  o'clock  and  stay  till  about 
three  tVjjajjlt  in  the  afternoon  At  twelve 
they  go  in  ranks  to  the  dining¬ 
room  hall,  where  they  are  furnished  with 
a  plain  but  hearty  dinner.  The  boarders 
go  home  only  when  taken  by  the  parents,

Diththbria.— Dr.  J,  Lewie  Smith,  of 
New  York,  read  an  important  paper  be 
fore  the  Public  Health  Association,  last 
week,  ou  the  nature  and  causes  of  diphthc 
ri*.  To  most  paople,  the  view*  ot  Dr, 
Smith  regarding  the  propagation  of  diph¬ 
theria  by  means  of  microscopic  parasites 
known  a*  Bacteria^  will  be  regarded  as 
new  as  they  are  carious  According  to 
this  theory,  diphtheric  infection  is  probe 
gated  simply  through  the  atmosphere,  and 
the  are*  of  infection  docs  hot  extend  much 
beyond  the  room  occupied  by  the  patient 
or  th*  rasob  of  currents  of  sir  emanating 
from  toe  apartment.  It  may,  however,  be 
carried  by  perfcms  who  have  Inhaled  the 
sir  of  auch  a  room,  and  whose  systems  have 
retained  some  of  the  parasites  with  which 
the  disease  originates.  Of  course,  there 
are  certain  conditions  which  favor  tbv  ex 
istence  of  the  diphtheric  parasites,  and  cer 
tain  condition*  of  the  body  which  fsvor 
toeirdesdly  influence  on  the  system.  Both 
arise  from  pretty  mocb  the  same  causes  as 
produce  low  fevers,  end  both  find  to  effi 
cient  sanitary  precaution*  their  most  power¬ 
ful  antidote  We  advise  our  readers  to 
have  nothing- to  do  wjth  Baetorin.

While  she  was  away  from  home  lie 
children  did  not  attend  (he  day  school  at 
the  House  of  Industry,  aa  they  should  have 
done. Tret  spent  all  their  time  playing  in 
the  court  yard  and  street*.  In  a  fe 
year*,  this  woman's  case,  instead  of  being 
the  rule  will  be  an  exceptionable  one. 
Three  or  four  years  since  it  was  a  common 
thing  to  find  families  thus  huddled  togeth¬ 
er  in  sub-cellar,  where  the  tight  of  day 
never  reached  them,  but  there  are  few  snch 
case*  oow.
